PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF 

THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Urban  District  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  is  situated  to 
the  South  of  the  Borough  of  DoncasLer,  being  bounded  on  the 
South  by  the  Parish  of  Warmsworth,  on  the  East  by  the  Parish 
of  Loversall,  and  on  the  West  by  the  River  Don. 

large  proportion  of  the  population  are  employed  at  the 
Great  Northern  Railway  Company’s  Engineering  and  Wagon 
Building  Works  in  Doncaster,  but  various  other  manufacturing 
industries  provide  employment  for  a very  considerable  number  of 
other  residents  ; thus  there  are  a large  brass  and  iron  foundry, 
wagon  companies,  wire  works,  brickyards,  public  laundries,  etc. 
In  addition  boring  for  coal  has  been  in  operation  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood,  and  has  employed  a considerable  number  of 
hands.  When  coal  is  reached  a large  number  of  men  engaged  in 
that  industry  will  necessarily  find  residence  within  the  district. 
Building  has  been  extremely  rapid  of  recent  years,  and  promises 
to  continue  to  be  so  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  geological  formation  of  the  subsoil  is  mainly  of  red  sand. 
Balby  slopes  away  from  the  Sheffield  and  Doncaster  main  road  to 
the  .south-east,  where  a portion  of  the  land  is  very  low,  and  not 
underdrained,  the  height  above  the  sea  level  being  19  feet.  The 
highest  point  in  Balby  is  about  105  above  sea  level.  Hexthorpe, 
which  is  on  the  Don  side  of  the  Great  Central  Railway,  has  a 
sub.soil  of  clay  and  shale,  or  loo.sely  bedded  lime.stone.  This 
district  is  more  even  in  formation,  and  is  about  42  feet  above  the 
.sea  level. 

I he  entire  area  of  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  is  1,613  acres. 
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POPULATION. 

In  my  last  annual  Report  I wrote  regarding  my  estimate  of 
the  population  (9103)  that  while  it  showed  a very  considerable 
increase  over  that  of  the  1901  Census,  from  the  continuous  growth 
of  the  district  I did  not  believe  it  was  an  exaggerated  one.  The 
Census,  which  was  taken  after  these  remarks  were  penned,  proved 
that  instead  of  the  increase  being  exaggerated  it  erred  very  con- 
siderably on  the  other  side,  for  the  population  was  found  to  be 
11,571,  an  actual  increase  of  4,790  over  that  of  the  previous 
Census,  an  increase  of  52  per  cent.  The  Census  returns  of 
1891  were  4,270,  so  that  in  20  years  time  the  population  has 
multiplied  itself  two  and  a half  times. 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  for  the  middle  of  the 
year  based  upon  the  Census  returns  is  11,691,  or  an  increase  of 
120  from  the  date  of  the  Census. 

This  rapid  increase  which  has  been  taking  place  in  the 
population  seems  likely  to  continue  for  several  years  to  come. 

During  the  past  year  plans  for  six  building  estates  were  sub- 
mitted and  approved.  Amongst  other*:  submitted,  the  plans  for 
314  dwelling-houses  and  8 shops  and  houses  were  approved  ; 
figures  which  mark  a very  considerable  increase  upon  those  for 
1910,  when  plans  were  approved  for  3 building  estates,  75  houses, 
and  8 shops. 


DEATH-RATE  (11-7  per  1,000). 

Eleven  years  ago  my  predecessor  wrote  in  his  last  Annual 
Report  that  a death-rate  of  anything  under  16  per  1,000  should 
be  considered  satisfactory  for  a district  “ such  as  Balby-with- 
Hexthorpe,  which  has  a rapidly  increasing  population,  who  are 
largely  employed  on  railway  or  associated  w'orks.  ” With  that 
remark  in  my  first  Annual  Report  (1902)  I ventured  to  disagree 
in  the  following  terms  : — “ I do  not  share  the  view,  nor  do  I 
think  that  the  members  of  the  District  Council  will  be  content  to 
rest  on  their  oars  with  the  rate  even  standing  at  the  figure  it  has 
this  year  fallen  to  (13’6),  for,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
houses  and  streets  which  are  so  quickly  springing  up  are  modern 
in  type,  complete  in  every  sanitary  detail,  and  that  gradually,  if 
slowly,  the  older  houses  are  being  condemned  as  unfit  for  habita- 
tion, or  being  rendered  habitable  by  the  introduction  of  modern 
sanitary  appliances.” 

These  words  were  penned  10  years  ago,  and  it  may  not  be  with- 
out interest  to  point  out  that  their  truth  has  been  fully  manifested, 
for  the  death-rate  of  the  district  has  not  remained  anywhere  in 
the  region  my  predecessor  considered  mig^ht  be  regarded  as  satis- 
factory, but  is  this  year,  in  a year  when  from  certain  factors  a 
somewhat  increa.sed  rate  was  to  be  expyected,  no  higher  than  11 ‘7 
per  1,000,  and  this  rate  is  by  no  means  the  record  for  the  district, 
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I'or  the  live  immediately  preceding  years  show  the  lollowing 
returns  ; — 10;  10'8;  lO'S;  11  1;  and  1011.  Returns  which  tend  to 
stamp  the  District  with  the  hall  mark — Health. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  twelve 
months  was  211,  giving  a gross  death-rate  of  18'4,  but  in  order 
to  arrive  at  the  actual  or  nett  Death-Rate  the  deaths  of  non- 
residents registered  in  the  district  (92)  have  to  be  substracted, 
and  the  deaths  of  residents  not  registered  in  the  district  (18)  have 
to  be  added,  making  the  actual  number  of  deaths  properly  belong- 
ing to  Balby-with-Hexthorpe  137,  and  yielding  the  actual  or  nett 
death-rate  of  1T7. 

Whether  a death-rate  of  between  10  and  12  per  1,000  is 
likely  to  be  a continuous  one  in  the  history  of  Balby-with- 
Hexthorpe  is  difficult  to  forecast,  for  with  the  spread  of  the  coal 
mining  industry  the  character  of  the  population  is  undergoing  a 
rapid  change,  and  a very  great  responsibility  is  being  thrown 
upon  the  Council  to  see  that  the  houses  which  are  so  rapidly 
springing  up  shall  be  sanitary,  i.e.,  health  bringing  and  health 
giving,  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  That  the  Coundil  has  been 
alive  to  this  in  the  past  the  health  statistics  of  the  last  two 
decades  prove  to  the  hilt,  and  that  it  will  continue  to  be  alive  to 
it  in  the  future  its  present  policy  is  the  best  assurance. 

BIRTH-RATE  (29  4 per  1,000). 

The  Birth-Rate  for  the  district  is  always  a high  one,  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  Union  Workhouse  is  situated  within  its 
boundaries.  A considerable  number  of  births  occur  there  and 
tend  to  yield  birth  rates  which  are  somewhat  fictitious.  In 
future  reports  these  births  are  to  be  relegated  to  their  own  proper 
districts  as  far  as  possible,  so  that  we  may  look  forward  to  having 
more  correct  returns,  although  they  will  certainly  be  much  lower 
than  have  been  recorded  in  past  years. 

The  actual  number  of  births  registered  durinp'  1911  was  344, 
and  marks  a record  ; this  figure  yields  the  high  birth-rate  of  29" 4. 
High  as  this  rate  is  when  compared  with  neighbouring  districts, 
it  has  been  excelled  thrice  in  the  five  immediately  preceding  years, 
the  highest  rate  being  3T7  in  1909. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE  (93  per  1,000  Births). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  marks  a record  for  the  district. 
The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  old  was  32,  and 
this  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  93  per  1,000  births.  The 
rate  is  an  extremely  low  one,  and  it  is  most  gratifying  to  record 
it  the  more  especially  when  one  observes  how  steadily  and  con- 
tinuously this  death-rate  has  fallen  during  the  last  twelve  years. 
In  1900  the  rate  touched  its  maximum,  192,  then  came  185  in 
1903,  159  in  1904,  134  in  1907,  110  in  1908,  100  in  1909,  and  99 
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in  1910.  If  returns  such  as  the  above  can  be  taken  as  any  index 
of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  district,  and  there  are  many  reasons 
why  they  should,  then  the  health-giving  condition  of  the  district 
is  fully  proved. 

Among  the  factors  which  predispose  to  a heavy  toll  on 
infantile  mortality  probably  none  exercises  a greaie  influence  than 
Overcrowding,  for  it  is  within  the  four  walls  of  the  house  that  the 
infant  spends  the  greater  part  of  its  life,  and  if  the  house  is 
impure,  the  air  must  also  be  impure,  and  impure  air  is  the  most 
constant  and  general  agent  in  the  production  of  di.sease  and 
death.  This  being  accepted  as  a truism  what  then  are  the  con- 
ditions of  the  homes  within  the  district?  Overcrowding  hardly 
exists  in  any  instance,  and  every  ca.se  which  is  brought  before 
the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  is  promptly  dealt  with. 
.•\lthough  the  increase  in  the  population  has  been  great,  building 
operations  have  gone  on  rapidly  and  continuously,  and  the  houses 
furnished  largely  consist  of  the  six-roomed  type,  with  bath  and 
water  closet.  The  Council  have  vigorously  set  their  faces  against 
that  barbarlity,  the  privy  midden,  and  approve  of  no  plan  which 
embraces  one.  All  new  streets  are  made  42  feet  wide,  and  ample 
rear  space  is  provided  with  ten  feet  backways  ; thus  free  air  space 
both  within  and  without  the  house  is  provided. 

There  is  little  or  no  slum  property  within  the  district.  Several 
old  tenements  have  been  condemned  within  recent  years,  and  the 
attention  of  the  Public  Health  Officials  is  constantly  directed  to- 
wards the  older  classes  of  house  with  the  object  of  substituting 
modern  sanitary  appliances  for  the  older  and  obsolete  types  in  use. 

Then,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  In- 
spector, a very  considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  accom- 
plished within  the  past  twelve  months  under  the  Housing  and 
Town  Planning  Act,  1909,  and  much  more  will  be  done  within  the 
present  year. 

From  the  above  factors  it  will  be  seen  that  the  condition  of 
houses  provided  all  tends  tow'ards  that  hygienic  state  likely  to 
produce  healthy  offspring  and  a small  infantile  mortality. 

In  addition  to  the  before-mentioned  inspections  of  houses, 
those  in  which  any  type  of  infectious  di.sease  occurs,  and  those 
where  any  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  notified  are  all 
thoroughly  examined,  and  a considerable  number  of  minor 
sanitary  defects  are  thus  brought  to  light  and  promptly  dealt  with. 

Still,  with  the  very  excellent  results  we  have  achieved  in  this 
important  matter  of  infantile  mortality,  there  is  no  rea.son  why  we 
should  stand  still,  or  run  the  risk  of  going  back,  and  there  is 
.some  reason  to  fear  with  the  new  type  of  population  likely  to  arise 
within  our  midst  that  higher  rates  may  tend  to  return,  and  it 
might  be  well  to  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  advisable  to 
take  measures  to  combat  wdiat  is  a very  common  cause 
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of  child  death,  namely,  the  inexperience,  the  lack  of 
knowledge,  and,  in  some  few  instances,  the  carelessness 
of  mothers.  This  can  be  well  done  only  in  one  way, 
namely,  by  the  Employment  of  a Health  Visitor,  whose  duty  it  is 
to  personally  inspect  and  take  under  her  care  the  life  of  every  child 
born  within  the  district.  I recommend  this  to  the  favourable 
consideration  of  the  Council.  The  size  of  your  district  has 
hitherto  not  appeared  to  justify  the  expenditure,  but  this  year’s 
Census  return  not  only  justifies  it  but  calls  for  such  an  official. 
The  official  duties  need  not  necessarily  be  confined  to  the  one 
duty,  for  there  are  many  other  ways  in  which  her  influence  could 
be  Irrought  to  bear.  Cases  of  pulmonary  consumption  have  to  be 
compulsorily  notified  now,  and  the.se  cases  will  demand  much 
care  and  attention  by  the  measure  known  as  “following  up.’’ 
Frequent  visits  will  have  to  be  made  and  much  advice  given.  These 
can  best  be  undertaken  by  a trained  woman  conversant  with  the 
methods  employed  in  combating  the  disease,  and  also  skilled  in 
sanitary  science.  Had  the  school  medical  inspection  been  per- 
formed under  the  auspices  of  your  Council,  such  a visitor  could 
also  have  done  much  useful  work  in  cases  of  disease  in  individual 
children,  but  with  the  peculiar  course  adopted  of  placing  it  under 
the  care  of  the  County  Council  and  its  officials,  I should  not 
recommend  this  v.mrk  to  be  performed  until  it  comes  under  local 
guardianship. 

While  writing  on  this  subject,  I may  state  that  the  position 
of  ha\'ing  school  medical  inspection  performed  under  the  County 
Council  Authorities  does  not  tend  to  bring  about  that  close  and 
intimate  connection  with  the  work  of  the  public  health  life  of  the 
district  which  the  measure  was  originally  understood  to  aim  at. 
In  my  opinion  it  should  always  be  under  the  direct  supervision 
and  active  interest  of  the  local  Health  Cfficer,  who  thus  becoming 
cognizant  of  the  amount  and  the  type  of  disease,  in 
certain  schools  or  districts,  would  take  such  steps  to  ascertain 
their  cause  and  to  employ  such  measures  to  combat  them  as  his 
practical  knowledge  and  experience  would  tell  him  were  for  the 
best. 

Another  very  active  factor  in  combating  Infantile  Mortality  Is 
by  the  adoption  of  the  Notification,  of  Births  Act.  This  measure 
was  adopted  in  the  Borough  of  Doncaster  some  eighteen  months 
ago,  and  has  worked  efficiently  and  smoothly.  The  Local 
Government  Board  will,  however,  not  sanction  its  adoption  until 
it  can  be  shown  to.  their  satisfaction,  that  steps  will  be  taken  to 
produce  the  benefits  to  child  life  which  is  of  course  the  “object” 
of  the  measure,  for  Notification  of  itself  is  nothing.  The 
statistics  it  would  give  can  be  more  correctly  furnished  by  the 
Registrar  of  Births,  but  what  the  Act  desires  is  the  following 
up  of  the  ca.ses,  an  active  care  and  interest  in  the  life  of  every 
child  born.  With  the  annointment  of  a Health  Visitor  the 
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re  quire  me  nits  of  the  Board  are  complied  with.  The  leading  points 
connected  with  the  Act  are  as  follows  : — 

1 he  Adoption  of  the  Early  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  as 

its  primary  motive  the  reduction  of  the  waste  of  infantile  life  which 
is  constantly  going  on  within  our  midst.  i he  Act,  which  is  an 
adoptive  one,  provides  that  written  notice  of  the  birth  of  every  child 
should  be  given  to  'the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  within  thirty- 
six  hours,  by  the  father  of  the  child  and  by  any  person  in 
attendance  oni  the  mother  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  hours  after, 
the  birth  ; and  that  local  authorities  shall  supply,  free  of 
charge,  addressed  and  .stamped  post-cards  to  any  medical 
practitioner,  or  midwife  who  applies  for  the  same.  The  Act  also 
imposes  a penalty  where  such  notice  of  birth  is  not  given. 

Table  IV.  in  the  Appendix  gives  full  particulars  concerning 
the  causes  of,  and  ages  at,  death  of  all  Infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  and  from  it  it  will  be  .seen  that  of  the  32  deaths,  6 were  of 
children  under  one  week  old,  and  as  5 of  these  were  premature 
births  it  was  scarcely  feasible  that  all  should  survive  ; indeed,  of 
the  8 children  who  died  under  one  month  old  6 were  from  this 
cause  alone.  With  the  prolonged  hot  dry  summer  and  autumn 
we  experienced  it  was  practically  certain  that  deaths  from 
diarrhcea  and  allied  causes  would  be  somewhat  numerous.  They 
did  not  occur  so  greatly  as  one  had  rea.son  to  fear,  yet  of  the 
total  number  more  than  one-third  were  due  to  them,  1 fatal  ca.ses 
of  diarrhcea  and  5 of  enteritis  being  registered.  Convulsions 
played  a .somewhat  prominent  part,  the  primary  cause  being  in 
all  likelihood  from  teething  disturbances,  for  of  the  five  deaths 
four  occurred  between  the  ages  of  six  and  twelve  months,  when 
teeth  begin  to  show  themselves.  Tubercular  di.sea.ses  are  entirely 
ab.sent,  and  it  is  alsO'  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  cases  of 
suffocation  (overlying)  were  reported. 

DEATHS  FROM  ZYMOTIC  DISEASE  (*#7  per  1,000). 

The  term  Zymotic  Death-rate  covers  the  death-rate  from  the 
.seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases,  namely  : — Small-pox,  Measles, 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  “ Fever  ” (Typhus, 
Simple,  Confinuous,  and  Enteric),  and  to  this  list  I add 
Infiuenza. 

The  rate  is  a popular  but  very  unsafe  standard  of  the  health 
of  a community,  as  it  is  liable  tO'  great  fluctuation  according  to 
the  epidemic  prevalence  of  one  or  other  of  the  diseases  mentioned. 
It  nniy,  however,  be  .safely  held  that  a high  death-rate  from 
Enteric  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  Diarrhoea  implies  a defective 
sanitary  state,  if  accidental  or  temporary  causes,  such  as  climatic 
conditions,  or  accidental  contaminations  of  milk  or  water,  can 
be  excluded. 

I rom  Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  \\di<M)ping  Cough  no 
deaths  were  registered,  but  Enteric  h'cvcr  gave  3 fatal  cases; 
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Classes  for  which  accommodation 
is  provided.

Have  the  Council,  or  any  Private  Body,  provided  a Dispensary.  If  so,  give  particulars  : No  Dispensary  exclusively  for  Consumptives. 
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Measles,  2 ; Diphtheria,  2 ; and  Influenza,  1,  making;  altogether 
8 cases  from  the  class  of  diseases  termed  Zymotic,  which  yields 
the  very  low  Zymotic  Death-rate  of  0 07  per  1,000. 

DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULAR  DISEASE  (T02  per  1,000). 

During  the  year  the  deaths  of  14  residents  were  registered  as 
due  to  one  form  or  another  of  Tuberculous  Disease.  Of  the  14, 
Phthisis  (pulmonary  tuberculosis)  was  responsible  for  12,  one 
was  caused  by  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  and  one  from  another 
type  of  di.sease.  Of  the  12  deaths  from  Consumption,  2 were  of 
voting  per.sons  (15-25),  6 of  adults  (25-45),  and  4 of  per.sons  of 
more  elderly  age.  The  Tuberculous  Death-rate  for  the  past 
twelve  months  is  1‘02  per  1,000,  which  may  be  considered  as 
satisfactory,  as  it  is  the  lowest  for  the  district. 

.\s  137  deaths  of  residents  were  regi.stered  last  year 
it  will  thus  be  .seen  that  about  one  out  of  every  twelve 
deaths  was  due  to  tuberculous  di.sease. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  PHTHISIS. 

(Consumption  of  the  Lungs). 

Since  1903  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis  has  been  in  force 
within  the  district,  and  a very  considerable  number  of  cases  were 
thus  brought  under  my  notice  ; but  with  the  beginning  of  the 
pre.sent  year  notification  of  the  di.sease  ceases  to  be  voluntary  and 
becomes  compul.sory.  All  cases  coming  under  the  notice  of 
medical  practitioners  in  their  private  or  public  work,  and  all  cases 
coming  under  the  ob.servation  of  School  Medical  Officers  having 
to  be  reported  to  me.  A fee  is  paid  in  the  first  instance,  but  none 
is  paid  to  tho.se  employed  in  school  work. 

The  necessary  notification  forms,  register,  etc.,  have  been 
obtained,  and  the  measure  is  oow  in  force. 

The  time  was  fully  ripe  for  it,  and  there  can  be  little  doubt 
that  it  will  tend  to  still  further  reduce  the  death-rate  from  this 
disease.  The  step  has  been  gradually  led  up  to,  first  with 
voluntary  notification,  then  bv  the  notification  of  all  cases 
occurring  in  poor  law  practice,  then  by  the  notification  of  cases 
occurring  in  hospital  practice,  until  the  final  stage  of  general 
compulsory  notification. 

The  thorough  following  up  of  all  thpe  cases  notified  will  entail  a 
great  deal  of  extra  work  upon  the  Health  Officers,  the  more 
especially  if  any  very  considerable  number  of  ca.ses  are  reported 
by  the  .School  Medical  Officer,  for  my  experience  of  medical 
inspection  work  in  schools  has  tended  to  prove  a very  considerable 
amount  of  tuberculosis  exists  among  children.  Fortunately  it 
appears  to  be  easily  curable  when  proper  precautions  are  taken, 
and  it  is  exactly  in  these  ca.ses  that  good  work  will  be  done  by 
the  new  measure.  This  work  would  fall  naturally  to  tbe  Health 
\’isitor,  acting  of  course  under  my  advice  and  supervision. 
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HOSPITAL  FACILITIES  FOR  CONSUMPTIVE  PATIENTS. 

These  are  provided  by  your  Council  in  the  Small-pox  Hospital 
within  your  district,  which  belongs  to  the  Corporation  of  Don- 
caster, but  to  which  you  have  the  right,  by  agreement,  to  send 
patients.  The  building  is  admirably  adapted  for  Tuberculosis 
cases,  and  with  a little  expenditure  on  the  grounds,  etc.,  could  be 
made  a splendid  place  for  the  treatment  and  cure  of  consumptives. 
The  fee  charged  per  patient  is  15/-  weekly,  but  this  fee,  small  as 
it  may  appear,  when  compared  with  the  cost  per  patient,  is 
prohibitive  to  the  great  proportion  of  those  who  would  .seek  the 
aid  of  the  Hospital.  It  would  be  well  could  this  fee  be  very 
considerably  reduced — especially  to  cases  of  the  disease  in  the 
early  stages,  for  it  is  in  them  that  the  greatest  and  most 
permanent  benefit  is  likely  to  ensue.  Last  year  no  cases  of 
Consumption  were  treated  in  Hospital,  because  just  when  the 
Hospital  was  about  to  be  occupied  a case  of  small-pox  occurred 
* in  the  district  and  had  to  be  admitted,  and  it  was  not  deemed  safe 
to  re-open  the  Institution  for  Consumptives  for  some  considerable 
period  afterwards. 

The  Hospital  could  be  of  great  use,  but  the  fee  is  prohibitive,  and 
I would  respectfully  ask  the  Council  to  re-consider  it,  and  either 
reduce  it  or  allow  each  case  seeking  admission  to  be  considered 
on  its  merits.  The  latter  course  has  been  adopted  by  the 

Corporation  of  Doncaster. 

DEATHS  FROM  OTHER  CAUSES. 

Full  particulars  of  the  deaths  from  other  cau.ses  will  be  found 
in  Table  III.,  where  it  will  be  noticed  Cancer  claimed  11  victims. 
This  disease  continues  to  increa.se  in  amount,  the  figures  for  the 
four  previous  years  being  9,  9,  6,  and  4.  Di.sea.ses  of  the  Lung 
were  responsible  for  15  deaths.  Bronchitis  yielding  8 and 
Pneumonia  5.  From  Violence  5 deaths  resulted,  and  Suicide  was 
the  registered  cause  in  two  instances.  In  1910  there  were  5 fatal 
accidents  and  one  Suicide.  PaUtiiculars  of  the  main  other 
types  of  disease  will  be  found  in  the  table  or  under  their  respective 
headings.

Xotwithstanding  the  great  influx  of  population  wc  have 
experienced  within  past  years  the  amount  of  infectious  disease 
continues  extremely  low,  only  50  cases  having  been  notified  to 
me  under  the  Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  Act.  Compara- 
tive figures  for  my  term  of  oflice  are  given  in  the  above  table, 
and  from  it,  it  will  be  seen  that  increases  over  last  year  are 
recorded  in  Small-pox  and  Enteric  Fever.  Decreases  are 
exhibited  in  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  Erysipelas. 

Sl\IALL-POX  (One  Case). 

Of  Small-pox  one  case  was  notified.  The  case  occurred  in 
Old  Hexthorpe,  in  a man  of  about  40  years  of  age,  who  had 
been  \'accinated  but  not  since  infancy.  There  were  three  other 
contacts  in  the  house,  all  of  whom  were  re-vaccinated  after  the 
case  was  notified,  and  were  kept  isolated  for  a period  of  14  days. 
No  further  case  of  the  disease  occurred.  The  patient  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  Hospital  for  isolation  and  treatment, 
and  the  whole  house  and  its  contents  were  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  history  of  the  ca.se  is  that  the  man,  a brickmaker  at  the 
Doncaster  Brick  Co.’s  Works,  had  not  been  out  of  the  district 
for  some  considerable  time.  On  visiiting  the  works  it  was  found 
that  a man  with  whom  the  patient  associated  had  been  off  work 
for  some  time,  but  on  examinaition  of  him  no  trace  of  small-pox 
was  to  be  found.  The  foreman  of  the  works  stated  that  tramps 
very  frequently  sleep  in  the  boiler  house,  and  the  patient  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  sitting  there  a good  deal.  It  is  quite  possible  that 
the  disease  may  have  been  brought  there  by  tramps.  The  boiler 
house  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  limed. 

The  attack  was  an  extremely  mild  one,  the  rash  being  discrete 
in  character,  and  the  patient  made  a rapid  and  satisfactory  re- 
covery. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  by  the  prompt  notification  of  the 
case  by  the  medical  man  in  who.se  practice  it  occurred,  and  to 
the  measures  followed  out  in  your  district,  of  immediate  removal, 
prompt  re-vaccination,  thorough  isolation  of  all  contacts  and 
complete  disinfection  of  house  and  contents,  the  disease  was  kept 
thoroughly  under  control  with  no  further  attacks.  Your  Council 
was  plea.sed  to  record  a vote  of  thanks  to  me  upon  their  minutes 
upon  the  management  of  the  case,  and  I venture  to  include  m 
it  the  Sanitary  Inspector  who  visited  the  contacts  twice  daily  and 
saw  that  all  my  orders  regarding  strict  isolation  and  disinfection 
were  carried  out  to  the  letter.  He  also  superintended  the  food 
arrangement  of  the  contacts,  and  all  expen.se.s  with  regard  to  this 
important  detail  were  defrayed  by  your  Council. 

SCARLET  FEVER  (21  cases). 

.Scarlet  Fever  contributes  21  of  the  50  notified  cases,  and  of 
this  number  7 re.sided  in  Balby,  and  14  in  Hexthorpe.  The  great 
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majority  ol  the  attacks  were  during  the  school  age  (5-15j;  ll-l 
occurring  during  that  period  ; 4 were  of  infants  under  5,  and  3 
were  of  young  persons  between  15  and  25.  The  cases  were  of 
the  uniformly  mild  type  which  has  been  epidemic  within  the 
district  during  the  last  few  years.  They  are  often  unrecogniz- 
able, or  hardly  recognizable,  as  scarlet  fever,  until  the  period  of 
desquammation  has  been  reached.  They  do'  not  appear  to  pos.sess 
much  infective  virulence,  or  it  would  have  pre.sented  the  utmost 
difficulty  to  arrest  the  di.sease  with  ca.ses  presumably  infectious 
mixing  with  others  in  .several  instances  for  days  before  suspicion 
was  attracted  to  them,  and  it  is  ahso  more  than  probable  that 
other  cases,  even  milder  in  their  nature,  escaped  detection 
altogether,  giving  rise  here  and  there  in  all  probability  to  other 
cases  of  the  disea.se.  In  my  opinion  it  would  appear  as  if  the 
more  .severe  the  case  the  greater  the  danger  of  infection  to  others; 
although  text  books  usually  assure  one  that  mild  cases  may  give 
rise  to  severe  and  vice-versa.  Certainly  I hold  the  type  of  the 
cases  may  more  or  less  rapidly  become  more  and  more  malignant, 
and  in  the  .same  way  grow  mild  again,  but  my  experience  would 
tend  to  show  that  mild  ca.ses  give  rise  to  mild  and  malignant  to 
malignant  ones.  The  occasional  exceptions,  which,  it  is  said, 
are  necessary  to  prove  every  rule  being  taken  as  granted. 

Thorough  inspection  is  made  of  every  home  where  the  disease 
appears.  The  patients  are  either  satisfactorily  isolated  or 
removal  to  hospital  iis  required,  with  compldte  disinfection  (in- 
cluding paper  stripping  of  infected  bedrooms)  whenever  the 
patient  is  removed  to  hospital,  or  house  certified  free  for  disin- 
fection. The  certificate  for  the  latter  is  obtained  from  the 
attendant  medical  man;  printed  postcards  for  the  purpose  being 
left  at  the  house  for  his  signature.  Disinfection  of  the  house  is 
done  by  formalin  vapour,  while  the  clothing  and  bedding  are  taken 
to  the  disinfecting  chamber  at  Carr  House  Hospital.  Contacts 
(children  attending  school  and  those  engaged  in  particular 
employments  by  which  Infection  might  be  conveyed,  e.g. , dress- 
makers, school  teachers,  etc.)  are  kept  at  home  and  kept  under 
observation  for  definite  periods. 

Hospital  i.solation  and  treatment  is  very  largely  taken 
advantage  of  ; thus  out  of  the  21  ca.ses  notified  no  less  than  16 
were  treated  in  Carr  House.  Naturally  with  such  a high  per- 
centage of  hospital  i.solated  cases,  the  spread  of  the  disease  's 
minimized  to  a large  extent  ; for  it  is  the  home  cases  which 
present  the  most  danger  in  this  respect,  and  naturally  so  for 
several  rea.son.s,  the  principal  being  that  however  satisfactory 
isolation  is  in  the  first  instance,  before  the  long  period  of  i.solation 
has  completely  pa.st,  the  care  originally  adopted  tends  to  become 
weaker  and  weaker  ; inmates  of  the  household  rigorously  excluded 
at  fir.st  gain  access  to  the  room,  or  the  patient  him.self,  growing 
tired  of  his  lengthy  residence  in  one  confined  ixxjm,  finds  his  way 
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to  the  otlicr  parts  of  the  house.  For  this  reason  I try  to  insist 
upon  hospital  isolation,  being  quite  coin'iinced  of  its 
etlicacy  in  the  neistraint  of  the  spread  ol  the  disease,  and  also 
in  the  interest  of  the  patient,  as  the  greater  freedom,  exercise, 
and  conipanionship  he  enjoys  in  it  undoubtedly  tends  to  a more 
complete  and  thorough  recovery  than  can  be  expected  at  home 
within  its  somewhat  prison-like  surroundings. 

DIPHTHERIA  (8  Cases). 

The  8 cases  of  Diphtheria  all  occurred  in  Balby,  Hexthorpe 
exhibiting  a clean  sheet  from  this  disease.  The  number  shows  a 
considerable  decrease  upon  that  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
cases  occurred  in  February  (2,  St.  Catherine’s  Avenue  and 
Furnivall  Road)  ; in  April  (1,  Ashfield  Road);  .n  July  (1,  Alexandra 
Road)  ; in  October  (1,  Queen  Street)  ; in  November  (1,  East 
Street)  ; and  in  December  (2,  Ronald  Road  and  Albany  Road). 
No  two  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house,  and  no  common  cause 
was  found.  The  houses  were  all  thoroughly  inspected  and  the 
sanitary  condition  in  each  was  ascertained  to  be  good  ; indeed, 
no  fewer  than  six  had  W.C.’s  in  good  condition,  while  the  privies 
in  the  other  two  are  described  as  good.  One  of  the  cases  proved 
fatal,  the  death  occurring  within  twenty-four  hours  after 
notification. 

Hospital  treatment  was  only  employed  in  two  of  the  cases, 
the  remaining  cases  being  treated  at  home. 

Isolation  is  much  more  readily  carried  out  in  Diphtheria  than 
with  Scarlet  Fever  ; probably  because  the  infective 
l>eriod  is  shorter,  and  also  to  a consiiderable  extent 
because  the  danger  attendant  upon  the  disease  is  held  in  con- 
siderably more  respect  not  only  by  the  members  of  the  affected 
household  but  by  neighbours  and  friends,  who  wisely  give  the 
house  a wide  berth. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  (9  Cases). 

Enteric  Fever  shows  an  increase  over  the  returns  for  last 
year,  and  indeed  over  those  for  several  years  past,  nine  cases 
being  notified.  The  cases  occurred  in  September,  in  Stone  Close 
Avenue,  and  this  case  proved  fatal,  dying  in  hospital  19  days  after 
notification  ; and  in  the  Union  Workhouse  a fatal  case,  in  which 
death  occurred  three  days  after  notification  ; in  October,  in 
Balby  Road,  treated  in  Hospital  and  discharged  cured  some  five 
weeks  later  ; in  St.  John’s  Road,  isolated  at  home  ; in  November, 
in  the  Union  Workhouse,  isolated  there  ; in  Belmont  Avenue,  a 
fatal  case,  death  occurring  in  the  Hospital  after  28  days’  illness, 
In  this  case  the  infection  was  caught  in  Doncaster  where  the 
patient  was  employed  and  was  ascribed  to  milk  infection,  from 
which  cause  several  cases  were  considered  to  arise  ; in  December, 
in  Ramsden  Road,  isolated  at  home  ; and  two  from  the  Villas,

Hexthorpe,  removed  to  Hospital  and  discharged  cured  alter  a 
stay  of  39  days  in  each  case.  The  latter  two  cases  were  ascribed 
to  mussel  infection.  There  was  a history  of  mussels  having  been 
partaken  at  a period  which  agreed  with  the  usual  period  of 
incubation  in  enteric  fever,  and  other  factors  also  pointed  to  the 
shell-fish  being  the  primary  cause. 

With  a warm,  dry  summer  and  autumn,  with  its  attendant 
rapid  decay  and  putrifaction  of  animal  and  vegetable  matter, 
some  increase  in  typhoid  fever  is  naturally  looked  for,  and 
although  we  have  had  an  increase  in  the  returns,  they  are  not  .so 
great  as  I feared  might  be  the  case  ; and  I venture  to  ascribe  this 
to  the  satisfactory  state  in  which  the  district  is  kept  : sewers 
regularly  flushed,  street  gullies  cleaned,  ashpits  and  privies  well 
attended  to,  and  disinfectants  liberally  used.  I particularly  like 
the  method  adopted  when  street  gullies  are  cleaned,  of  having 
the  ground  where  their  contents  are  for  the  time  bestowed 
thoroughly  clean.sed  immediately  upon  remo\al  and  a ^•ery  con- 
siderable amount  of  disinfectant  powder  plentifully  strewed  upon 
the  soil.  The  method  is  cleanly  and  sweet,  and  I consider  the 
Inspector  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  success  with  which  it  is 
carried  out.  All  these  sanitary  matters  repay  themselves  a 
hundredfold  in  the  end,  and  the  proof  of  this  is  borne  out  in  the.se 
Annual  Reports,  in  a declension  of  the  death-rate,  in  the  saving 
of  infantile  life,  and  in  a great  freedom  from  sickness,  with  the 
attendant  sorrow  and  hardship  which  it  of  necessity  entails.  The 
gain  in  this  respect  is  hardly  possible  to  bring  home  to  the  casual 
reader,  but  if  one  considers  that  for  every  death  that  occurs  it  is 
calculated  there  are  at  least  somewhere  about  a dozen  serious 
cases  of  illness,  and  wTen  it  is  recalled  that  in  ten  years  the 
death-rate  has  been  reduced  from  an  average  that  was  considered 
as  satisfactory  for  your  district  of  16  per  1,000  to  somewTere  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  11,  it  shows  that  for  every  11  deaths  that 
occurred  during  1911,  16  would  have  occurred  in  1901,  or  a total 
saving  of  life  for  your  district  of  .something  over  50  lives  per 
year.  And  if  the  lives  w'ere  saved,  so  of  necessity  must  the 
amount  of  .serious  disea.se  have  been  reduced,  and  taking  the 
proportion  of  ten  ca.ses  of  serious  illness  to  each  death  this  yields 
the  very  large  number  of  such  cases  to  500.  In  plain  wwds,  the 
improved  sanitary  condition  of  the  district  has  resulted  in  a free- 
dom from  severe  ca.ses  of  illness  of  that  number  of  cases,  and  of 
somewhere  about  50  deaths  per  annum.  What  these  figures 
signify  in  money,  in  comfort,  in  happTiness  to  the  mass  of  the 
population,  can  be  left  to  the  imagination.  Public  Health  work 
may  not  show  it.self  in  reduced  rates,  but — there  are  other  things. 

ERYSIPELAS  (11  Cases). 

Erysipelas  is  one  of  the  diseases  requiring  to  be  regi.stered 
under  the  Notification  Act.  It  yielded  11  cases  during  the  year, 
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a sliglitly  lower  return  tlian  in  1910.  'i'he  hou.se.s  where  cases 
occur  are  all  inspected  and  reports  lurnished  to  me. 

INFliCTIOUS  DISFASKS  HOSPITALS. 

Hv  arrangement  with  the  Corjx>ration  of  Donca.ster,  Balby- 
w ith-Hexthorpe  possesses  the  right  to  isolate  infectious  diseases 
in  the  two  hospitals  belonging  to  the  former -body.  In  Carr 
Hou.se  all  ordinary  infectious  di.seases  can  be  isolated  : Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Enteric  Fever  being  commonly  treated 
there.  Balby  Hospital  is  set  apart  for  Small-pox  and  the  more 
virulent  cases  of  Infectious  Disease.  It  is  also  used  as  a con 
sumptive  sanatorium,  for  which  it  is  admirably  fitted. 

During  the  year  one  case  of  Small-pox  w'as  treated  in  the 
latter  institution,  and  the  patient  made  a good  and  rapid  recovery. 
On  account  of  this  case,  and  possibly  also  from  the  charge  made 
for  treatment,  no  cases  of  Consumption  were  admitted  to  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  twelve  months. 

The  alterations  and  extensions  to  the  Diphtheria  portion  of 
Carr  House  Hospital  have  proved  of  great  assistance,  and  in  no 
instance  have  the  wards  been  utilized  tO'  their  fullest  possible 
extent.  The  wards  are  large,  airy,  and  convenient. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  accommodation  has  not  altogether  proved 
sufficient,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  fear  that  with  the 
continuous  increase  in  the  ^oulation  the  Hospital  supplies  that 
it  will  be  found  inadequate  to  meet  the  calls  made  upon  it.  The 
Typhoid  block  has  been  fully  occupied,  and  the  accommodation  it 
provided  did  not  manage  to  hon.se  all  the  cases  ; but  fortunately 
it  was  possible  to  u.se  a lower  ward  or  two  in  the  Scarlet  Fever 
portion  at  the  time,  and  all  cases  of  the  disease  were  admitted 
to  Hospital. 

The  nursing  staff  is  excellent,  and  the  onerous  duties  are 
performed  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN. 

As  already  mentioned,  with  this  important  branch  of  public 
health  administration  the  Council  has  nothing  to  do,  the 
Inspecting  Officer  being  appointed  bv  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  acting  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  of  that  body. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  each  year  to  furnish  an  account 
of  the  work  performed  by  him  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
and  this  Report,  which  contains  a most  interesting  account  of  his 
duties  as  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  is  appended.  It  will 
be  found  to  contain  conci.se  details  of  the  Nuisances  dealt  with

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  COUNCIL. 
Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  now  presenting  my  Fifteenth  Annual 
Report  with  respect  to  the  area  under  your  control. 

During  the  year  the  district  has  been  continually  inspected 
to  ascertain  its  sanitary  condition. 

Nuisances  to  the  number  of  77  have  been  found  arising  from 
the  following  causes  : — °

With  respect  to  the  privy  middens  and  clo.sets,  three  of  these 
have  been  converted  into  water  closets.  notice  with  respect 
to  14  has  not  yet  expired,  and  with  respec.  to  the  remaining  14 
iippeal  was  made  to  the  Local  (lovernment  Board  respecting  this. 
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but  tlic  mattLM-  is  now  practically  settled.  'I'lic  Council  arc  baxing 
substituted  for  the  existing  privy  middens,  water  closets  wherever 
the  necessity  warrants  such  conversion. 

With  respect  to  the  nuisances  found,  23  legal  notices  have 
been  served  during  the  year. 

The  question  of  pig-keeping  ha.s.  again  received  the  Council’s 
special  attention.  Several  piggeries  have  been  done  away  with 
as  altogether  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  of  pig-keeping,  and  in 
cases  where  pigs  are  still  kept  frequent  inspections  are  made  to 
see  that  the  premises  are  kept  in  a proper  sanitary  condition,  and 
the  existing  piggeries  are  kept  satisfactorily,  the  pig- 
keepers  are  anxious  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Council  with 
respect  to  the  cleanliness,  etc.,  of  the  premises. 

One  complaint  was  registered  that  sewage  from  the  Council’s 
main  was  percolating  into  a cellar,  and  on  investigation  it  was 
found  that  the  cause  of  such  complaint  was  owing  to  a burst 
water  pipe.  Several  nuisances,  especially  the  conversion  of  privy 
middens  into  water  closets,  are  unabated,  but  it  is  safe  to  assume 
that  the  work  of  abating  such  nuisances  wi'l  be  put  in  hand  early 
in  the  New  Year.  At  one  large  works  in  tlie  district  five  privy 
middens  have  been  converted  into  water  closets. 

During  the  exceedingly  hot  summer  which  we  have 
■experienced,  many  visits  and  repeat  visits  have  been  paid  to 
premises  where  hor.ses  and  cattle  are  kept  and  manure  has  been 
stored.  Several  letters  were  written  calling  the  attention  of  the 
occupiers  of  these  premises  with  respect  to  the  storage  of  manure 
during  hot  W’eather,  and  many  verbal  instructions  were  given 
regarding  the  keeping  of  these  places  clean  and  not  allowing  any 
accumulation  of  manure,  the  danger  of  so  doing  being  pointed 
out  to  the  occupiers,  and  it  was  founa  that  these  instructions  were 
readily  complied  with,  and  the  occupiers  of  these  premises  got  rid 
of  any  manure  that  had  accumulated.  It  Is  proposed  at  the 
commencement  of  the  coming  summ^er  to  issue  a leaflet  to  these 
people  pointing  out  the  danger  and  serious  consequences  that  may 
arise  owing  to  the  breeding  of  flies  on  these  premisies,  which,  as 
is  well  known,  often  carry  disease  into  dwelling-houses.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Doncaster  Corporation  are  responsible  for  the  water 
supply  in  this  CounciPs  area. 

.Although  there  has  been  a shortage  of  water  in  several 
districts  in  the  We.st  Riding-,  I am  pleased  to  say  that  there  has 
been  no  shortage  in  this  district,  neither  has  there  been  any 
complaint  as  to  the  quality. 

There  are  very  few  hoirses  that  are  now  supplied  from  wells, 
the  water  from  which  has  been  analysed  and  found  to  be  of  good 
quality. 

An  agreement  has  been  made  with  the  Doncaster  Corporation 
for  a supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire.  Any  hydrant  in  the  district 
may  be  u.sed  with  the  exception  of  those  on  the  new  12''  main 
running  through  Balby.  The  basis  of  payment  is  for  the  actual 
amount  of  water  consumed  only. 

Again  I have  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  the  fire  appliances 
which  were  installed  in  this  district  some  time  ago  have  not  had 
cause  to  be  used  during  the  year  ; in  fact,  there  has  been  no 
outbreak  of  fire  since  these  were  provided. 

The  water  for  sewer  flushing  and  street  watering  is  used  at 
lOd.  per  1,000  gallons,  and  this  is  taken  through  meter. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Every  case  of  Infectious  Disease  occurring  in  this  district 
notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  at  once  notified  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who,  as  soon  as  possible  after  such  notification 
is  received,  inspects  the  premises  where  the  outbreak  has  occurred 
and  takes  all  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  such  disease, 
and  gives  full  instructions  to  the  occupiers  of  the  house  as  to  the 
method  of  precautions  to  be  taken.  The  drains  are  specially 
examined,  thoroughly  flushed,  and  disinfected.  If  anything  of 
an  objectionable  nature  is  found  upon  the  premises  the  matter  is 
dealt  with  accordingly.  Full  records  are  kept  of  the.se  visits. 
During  the  year  certain  ca.ses  of  Typhoid  have  been  treated  at 
home,  and  in  the.se  cases  properly  sealed  pans  were  pro^■ided  to 
receive  the  objectionable  and  infectious  matter.  The  contents  of 
these  pans  are  dealt  with  every  other  day  and  disposed  of  in  a 
suitable  manner  at  the  Sewage  Farm. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  occurred  at  Old  Hexthorpe,  and  the 
patient  was  at  once  removed  to  Hospital.  The  rest  of  the  family 
were  immediately  i.solated.  Visits  were  paid  twice  daily  and 
every  precaution  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disea.se,  and 
I am  plea.sed  to  inform  you  that  no  second  case  occurred. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

'Phe  district  for  the  purpo.se  of  Sewage  Disposal  is  divided 
into  two  areas,  the  one  called  the  Hexthorpe  Special  Drainage 
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Area,  and  the  other  Balby  Special  Drainage  Area.  Sewage  from 
the  Hexthorpe  area  is  treated  by  the  Doncaster  Corporation,  for 
which  a yearly  sum  is  paid  for  the  use  ot  mains,  and  a further 
sum  for  every  1,000  of  nopulation.  The  whole  of  the  Sewers 
throughout  the  district  have  been  kept  thoroughly  flushed. 
There  ha\e  been  no  complaints  regarding  smells. 

There  are  16  ventilation  shafts  30'  high  and  6"  diameter  at 
different  points  in  the  district. 

.V  complaint  was  received  during  the  year  as  to  the  flooding 
of  backvards  with  .sewage  during  wet  periods,  and  after  a full 
investigation  it  was  a.scertained  that  a lamp  hole  con.structed 
before  this  .Authority  came  into  poweT"  had  been  built  half-way 
across  the  area  of  the  main  sewer  near  Barnstone  Street  Crossing. 
This  was  taken  out  and  the  full  diameter  of  the  .sewer  restored. 
Since  that  time  there  have  been  .several  wet  periods  and  heavy 
rainfall,  but  no  further  complaint  has  been  received  with  regard 
to  the  flooding  of  backyards,  and  enquiries  have  been  made  and 
the  premi.ses  visited,  and  the  .sewers  now  appear  to  be  in  working 
order. 

.-\t  another  point  frequent  complaints  were  made  with  refer- 
ence to  private  drains  being  made  no,  and  after  tests  and  full 
investigation  it  was  found  that  a connection  had  been  made  to 
the  main  .sewer  and  the  cement  had  been  pushed  into  the  pipe 
thus  causing  a stoppage.  This  defect  was  remedied  and  now  the 
drains  are  in  w'orking  order. 

STREET  WATERING. 

During  the  year  better  attention  has  l>een  paid  to  the  Bye- 
Streets  with  regard  to  Street  Watering,  owing  to  the  Main  Roads 
having  been  Tarsprayed,  and  it  is  found  that  the  carts  have  not 
been  worked  the  number  of  hours  as  in  previous  years  although 
the  summer  has  been  very  dry. 

NEW  WORKS,  SEWERS,  AND  DRAINS. 

Several  lengths  of  New  Sewers  have  been  laid,  notably  on  tbe 
Burton  .Avenue  Estate  and  streets  adjoining  Great  Central 
.\ venue  ; akso  in  New  Streets  and  Backways  in  connection  with 
Coronation  Road,  off  Cross  Bank,  in  Earlesmere  Avenue  and 
the  Backways  in  connection  therewith,  and  on  the  Estate  being 
laid  out  near  the  Balby  Tram  Terminus  belonging  to  Mr.  W. 
\Varde-.Aldam. 

A 12"  Sewer  in  .Springwell  Lane  has  been  extended  a distance 
of  145  yards  to  drain  an  Estate  sold  for  building  purposes  by 
.Mr.  F.  W.  Cocking. 

The  Sewer  in  Littlewood  Street  at  Hexthorpe  was  extended 
to  receive  .sewage  from  AA'atcr  Closets  erected  by  Messrs.  Thomas 
Burnett  and  Co.,  Ltd.

SEWAGE  FARM  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

During  the  vear  a new  plant  ha.s  been  installed  at  the  Sewage 
Farm,  and  the  Engine-house  considerably  enlarged  to  receive 
the  new  Engines  and  Pumps.  The  plant  consists  of  two  16 
Brake  Horse  Power  National  Gas  Engines  driving  two  6" 
Gwynnes  Centrifugal  Pumps,  which  are  fitted  with  air  pumps  as 
.self  chargers,  the  .self  chargers  being  driven  direct  from  the  Gas 
Engines. 

The  .Suction  Pipe  in  connection  with  the  pumps  is  6"  diameter 
and  the  delivery  pipe  and  rising  main  is  8"  diameter. 

The  mains  are  of  steel  tubes  for  a distance  of  350'  from  the 
pump,  rising  14'  4"  above  the  pump  spindle.  Each  pump  is 
capable  of  delivering  30,000  gallons  of  .Sewage  per  hour  to  the 
highest  point. 

During  the  very  wet  periods  it  has  been  found  that  one 
pump  was  capable  of  keeping  pace  with  the  .sewage  received  at 
the  Farm,  and  it  is  estimated  that  during  the  heaviest  thunder- 
storm the  two  pumps  driven  together  will  prevent  flooding  of  our 
main  .sewers  in  the  future. 

Screens  have  been  fixed  in  the  receivinp-  chamber  to  take  out 
all  .solids  from  the  sewage. 

Owing  to  the  great  increa.se  in  building  on  low  level  sewer 
intake,  the  receiving  tank  will  not  ho'd  more  than  ten  hours’  drv 
weather  flow  of  sewage  during  the  day,  but  it  is  found  that  by 
emptying  the  tank  last  thing  at  night  during  working  hours  its 
capacity  is  sufficient  at  the  pre.sent  to  orevent  pumping  having 
to  be  done  during  the  night  except  in  the  ca.se  of  rainfall.  Two  men 
are  now  employed  in  connection  with  the  pumoing  of  .sewage,  and 
their  duties  are  .so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  no  overtime 
worked  under  ordinary  conditions. 

'I'he  disposal  of  the  .sewage  sludge  will  have  to  be  considered 
in  the  very  near  future.  No  doubt  if  the  Council  agreed  to  cart 
it  to  the  farmers  that  would  be  the  best  means  of  disposing  of 
the  same. 

The  whole  of  the  land  is  given  up  for  the  treatment  of 
sewage,  no  crops  being  grown. 

I am  plca.sed  to  inform  you  that  we  ha\’e  ne\er  recei\'ed  a 
complaint  with  regard  to  any  smell  arising  from  our  Sewage 
Works. 

Instruction.s  have  been  given  for  a scheme  to  be  prepared  for 
the  construction  of  certain  lilters,  and  no  doubt  this  will  be 
considered  by  the  Committee  in  due  cour.se. 
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STREET  WORKS. 

Durino-  the  year  the  following  Hackway.s  have  been  put  in 
order  : — Carr  \'iew  Avenue  Hackway,  vSt.  Catherine’.s  .\venue 
Hackway,  and  Queen  Street  Hackway. 

I'he  Council  have  in  hand  and  propo.se  making  up  the 
following  Hackway.s  at  an  early  date: — Whariicliffe  Street  Hack- 
ways,  Melville  .\venue  Rackway,  Grange  Avenue  Backway,  and 
instructions  have  been  given  for  the  following  to  be  dealt  with 
plans  having  been  approved  for  the  same  : — Lister  Avenue  Back- 
way,  Halbv  Market  Hackway,  Shirley  Road  Hackwav.  Carr  \’iew' 
.Vvenue  will  be  put  in  order  as  .soon  as  the  agreements  are 
prepared  and  the  owners  signify  their  assent  to  such  agreements. 

If  this  method  cannot  be  carried  out,  the  150th  Section  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  will  be  put  in  force  to  carry  out 
the  Street  Works.  Several  repairs  have  been  done  in  Side  Streets 
and  Backwavs. 

TAR-SPRAYING. 

During  the  summer  the  Main  Roads  and  certain  Bye-roads 
have  been  Tarsprayed,  the  materials  used  on  the  Main  Roads 
being  refined  Tar  and  “Tarvia.”  On  the  Bye-roads  refined  Tar. 
The  Chippings  for  spreading  on  the  Tar  were  Granite,  Slag,  and 
Limestone,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  Granite  chippings  are 
most  .serviceable  and  make  a better  finish. 

On  the  Doncaster  and  Tinsley  Main  Road  17,575  square 
yards  were  treated,  at  a cost  of  l'7d.  per  square  yard,  against 
l'315d.  the  previous  year.  The  reason  for  the  increa.sed  cost  is 
the  advance  in  the  price  of  the  materials.  On  the  Balby  and 
Work.sop  Main  Road  6,183  square  yards  weie  treated  at  a cost 
of  2 02d.  per  square  yard,  against  1.381d.  per  square  yard  in 
1910.  “ Tarvia  ” was  almost  exclusivelv  u.sed  for  the  treating 

of  this  Main  Road,  hence  the  extra  cost.  The  treatment  was  a 
success  up  to  the  commencement  of  bad  weather  at  the  latter 
part  of  the  year,  when  the  surface  dressing  was  cut  up  by  the 
exceedingly  heavy  traffic  wh’ch  the  Main  Roads  in  this  district 
are  subject  to.  The  Bye-streets  which  have  been  treated  include 
the  following  : — 

Furnivall  Road,  Greenfield  Lane,  St.  John’s  Road,  Albany 
Road,  Alexandra  Road,  King  Edward  Road,  and  part  of  Belmont 
.\venue.  Taking  Albany  Road  as  an  instance,  it  was  found  that 
the  cost  per  square  yard  wmrked  out  at  l'15d.  per  square  yard. 
.\t  Hexthorpe,  Barnstone  .Street,  West  .Street,  Beaconsfield  Road, 
.Shirley  Road,  .Shady  .Side,  Lindum  Street,  and  .Stone  Close 
A\enue  were  treated.  The  cost  at  .Shirley  Road  worked  out  at 
l'5d.  per  square  yard.  The  extra  amount  over  the  cost  at  Balby 
is  on  account  of  cartage  of  plant  and  material  from  our  Depot. 
In  the  whole  of  these  Bye-streets,  where  the  traffic  is  not  .so 
heavy,  it  is  hoped  that  the  treatment  will  last  some  considerable 
time. 
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When  Bye-streets,  require  re-making  I would  advise  the 
Council  to  adopt  the  using  of  Tar  Macadam  instead  of  the 
ordinary  water-bound  Macadam.  Exper’ments  with  Tarred 
material  at  Hexthorpc  proves  that  this  is  the  cheapest  m.ethod 
of  repairing  roads  in  your  area.  Take  for  instance  Mutual 
Street,  which  was  repaired  with  Tarred  Slag  in  July,  1910  ; 
at  the  present  date  it  shows  no  signs  of  wear  and  tear,  and  as 
you  are  aware  this  street  is  subject  to  a fair  amount  of  traffic. 
On  the  Main  Road  alongside  Westfield  Park  a trial  length  of  Tar 
Macadam  has  been  put  down,  and  I feel  satisfied  that  the  County 
■Authority  will  be  fully  justified  in  sanctioning  the  carrying  out 
more  of  this  class  of  work  in  the  future.  I am  already  instructed 
by  my  Council  to  apply  for  certain  lengths  to  be  treated  on  this 
principle  during  the  coming  year. 

DAIRIES  and  cowsheds. 

There  are  seven  Cowsheds  in  this  district.  The  same  have 
been  inspected  and  a special  report  submitted  to  the  Council,  and 
the  Committee  have  decided  to  personally  inspect  the  several 
premises  at  an  early  date. 

SMOKE  nuisances. 

I am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  there  has  been  no  single 
case  of  complaint  received  with  respect  to  any  dense  smoke  being 
emitted  from  any  of  the  Factories  within  your  area. 

Certain  observations  have  been  taken  f'om  time  to  time,  and 
it  has  been  found  that  the  owners  of  premises  are  doing  what  thev 
possibly  can  to  minimise  the  output  of  dense  smoke. 

At  one  w’orks  a low  chimney  nas  been  done  away  with  and  a 
new  higher  one  erected  in  its  place. 

SCAVENGING. 

This  work  has  been  carried  our  under  the  control  of  the 
Council’s  officials  for  the  last  4f  years,  and  I am  pleased  to  inform 
you  that  the  complaints  still  remain  practically  nil.  The  privies 
in  the  Kellam  Street  area  of  this  district  arc  cleaned  every  four 
weeks,  and  the  rest  of  the  district  receives  attention  four  times 
per  annum  or  oftener  on  request  of  house  occupiers.  The  work 
of  collecting  nightsoll  is  carried  out  between  the  hours  of  10  p. m. 
and  7 a.m.  All  dry  material  and  bell-cart  rubbish  is  collected 
during  the  day.  Again  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  cost 
per  load  of  collection. 

Cost  when  carried  out  by  Contract  was  3/9'28.

The  population  at  Census  of  1911  w-as  11,571,  so  that  we  get 
an  average  amount  of  material  moved  per  head  of  population 
equal  to  '23  per  annum.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  amount  of 
nightsoil  moved  in  1911  is  less  than  in  1910.  This  is  accounted 
for  by  the  fact  that  the  privy  middens  where  found  insanitary  are 
being  done  away  with  by  degrees  and  water  closets  substituted  in 
lieu  thereof. 


MAIN  AND  OTHER  ROADS. 

The  length  of  the  two  Main  Roads  of  the  district  are  as 
follows  : — Doncaster  and  Tinsley  Main  Road  1 mile  2 furlongs 
45  yards,  and  Balby  and  Worksop  Main  Road  6 furlongs-  207 
yards. 

The  repairs  of  these  Main  Roads  are  carried  out  by  the 
Urban  District  Council,  by  authority  from  the  County  Council, 
who  pay  the  whole  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  and  renewals,  plus 
5 per  cent,  for  establishment  charges,  which  includes  use  of 
tools,  tackle,  clerical  work,  etc. 

The  two  Main  Roads  in  this  area,  as  you  are  aware,  are 
very  heavily  tralTicked,  and  I am  of  opinion  that  the  best  material 
should  be  used  in  their  repair,  and  that  the  repairs  should  be 
carried  out  on  the  tar  macadam  or  tar  grouting  principle, 
especially  the  two  lengths  between  the  Balby  Tram  Terminus  and 
the  junction  with  the  Borough  of  Doncaster  and  between  Balby 
Brickyard  and  junction  with  the  Doncaster  and  Tinsley  Main  Road 
at  a point  near  Balby  Church.  These  two  lengths  are  pracitcally  in 
the  heart  of  the  district,  and  money  spent  in  repairing  these 
lengths  in  the  above-named  manner  will  be  sound  investment. 
Estimates  are  being  prepared  to  subm't  for  the  County  Surveyor’s 
approval,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  sanction  wdll  be  received  to 
have  this  work  put  in  hand.  The  following  figures  wfill  give  some 
idea  of  the  traffic  that  passes  through  this  district. 

Census  was  taken  on  the  Doncastei  and  Tinsley  Main 
Road  from  August  22  to  August  Id  inclusive,  1910,  between  the 
hours  of  5-30  a.m.  and  10  p.m.,  and  it  gave  the  following 
averages  per  day  : —

On  the  four  Race  Days,  Tuesday,  Wednesdav,  Thursday,  and 
Friday,  20,544  vehicles  of  the  classes  named  above  passed  a given 
point,  or  on  an  average  of  428  per  hour. 

For  the  six  days  25,865  vehicles  cf  the  classes  named  above 
passed  a given  point,  or  on  an  average  of  359-23  per  hour. 

Since  the  above  figures  were  obtained  the  district  has 
developed  considerably  and  the  traffic  has  increased  accordingly. 

Sanction  has  been  given  by  the  County  Council  to  widen  the 
Doncaster  and  Tinsley  Main  Road  from  the  Balby  Tram 
'I'erminus  to  a point  near  garden  occupied  by  Mr.  W^atson  on 
Warmsworth  Road  to  a width  of  fifty  leet,  the  County  .Authority 
contributing  the  bulk  of  the  cost.  It  is  prop<ised  to  put  down 
flagged  footway,  kerb  and  cliannel,  and  make  good  the  road.  It 
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is  hoped  to  put  this  work  in  Iiand  early  in  the  coming  Sj^ring  'I'hc 
existing  widths  of  road  are  from  30  feet  to  35  feet,  so  that 
it  will  l>e  seen  that  this  will  make  a material  difference  to  this 
length  of  road,  it  being  the  trunk  road  between  Doncaster  and 
Sheffield.  The  Doncaster  Corporation  are  about  to  lay  out 
certain  land  for  building  purposes  beyond  this  proposed  widening, 
and  no  doubt  arrangements  will  be  arrived  at  whereby  a further 
length  of  this  road  may  be  widened,  and  in  the  near  future 
probably  the  whole  of  the  land  fronting  this  trunk  road  will  be 
laid  out  for  building  purposes  so  far  as  this  district  is  concerned, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  these  improvements  and  widenings  will  be 
continued  in  this  Council’s  area,  at  any  rate. 

.Application  is  being  made  to  the  County  Authority  for  per- 
mission to  raise  a certain  portion  of  the  Main  Road  between  the 
Swan  Inn  and  the  boundary  with  Doncaster,  where  the  cross  fall 
from  the  existing  Tram  Lines  is  considered  excessive. 

Included  in  the  same  application  we  are  asking  for  permission 
to  re-adjust  the  whole  of  the  kerbs  and  replace  existing  asphalt 
with  artificial  Stone  Flags  on  the  length  above  named. 

With  the  permission  of  the  County  Authority,  about  374 
lineal  yards  of  12'' x 8''  Yorkshire  Stone  Kerb  has  been  laid  on 
the  Doncaster  and  Tins'ey  Main  Road  near  to  the  boundary  of 
the  Doncaster  Rural  District  Council.  This  has  made  a great 
improvement,  as  in  some  cases  prior  to  this  kerb  being  laid  the 
footway  was  not  sufficiently  well  defined. 

F.ACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

Visits  have  been  paid  to  the  several  Factories  and  Workshops 
in  this  area,  and  they  have  generally  been  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

The  Laundries  are  well  drained,  and  the  Workshops  appear 
to  be  well  cared  for.  The  Closet  accommodation  all  round  is  in 
order. 

During  the  year,  in  one  large  Works  the  existing  privy 
middens  were  done  away  with  and  water  closets  substituted  ; 
thus  the  whole  of  the  large  works  within  the  district  are  now 
supplied  with  water  closets. 

There  is  only  one  Works  where  it  is  necessary  for  Fire 
Escapes  to  be  fixed,  and  the.se  are  in  order.  The  rest  of  the 
places  are,  without  exception,  on  the  one-storey  principle. 

Several  small  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  the  different 
Works.  The  Bakehouses  are  kept  in  a e’ean  state,  and  on  being- 
visited  there  was  no  complaint  to  register  except  in  one  instance, 
where  it  was  ascertained  that  manure  had  been  allowed  to 
accumulate  in  the  back  yard,  and  this  was  immediately  removed 
on  request.

'riw  slaughter-houses  have  been  repeatedlv  visited  and 
cautions  given  against  the  storage  of  any  offa!  or  manure  for 
ally  period  during  the  hot  weather.  In  fact,  instructions  were 
given  to  have  such  material  moved  directly  after  slaughtering  had 
ceased.  In  one  instance  a notice  was  served,  and  the  owner 
complied  with  the  same.  Pig^s  were  found  to  be  kept  adjacent  to 
another  slaughter-house,  and  notice  was  given  to  the  occupier 
that  they  must  be  removed  and  no  pigs  kept  there  in  future. 

1 his  notice  has  been  carried  out.  \11  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments are  in  order. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

During  the  year  Bye-laws  have  been  adopted  to  deal  with 
Offensive  Trades. 

Orie  Soap  Boiling  Works  was  established,  but  has  now  been 
discontinued. 

There  is  only  one  other  business  at  the  present  time,  that  of 
Tripe  Boiling,  and  this  is  practically  a private  concern.  Anyhow, 
the  pi'emises  have  supervision,  and  are  found  to  be  in  order. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING,  ETC.,  ACT,  1909. 

I was  appointed  Inspector  under  the  above  .‘\ct  in  Tune 

1911. 

Since  then  I have  examined  d-i  houses  in  accordance  with  this 

Act. 

Notices  were  served  with  respect  to  one  block  of  14  houses 
requiring  certain  works  to  be  done  with  .'•espect  tc  privy  middens, 
down  spouts,  and  putting  in  order  the  back  yards. 

The  owners  appealed  to  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the 
question,  but  I am  plea.sed  to  say  that  here  is  every  prospect  of 
the  wishes  of  the  Council  being  carried  out  and  the  notice  being 
complied  wdth  ear'y  in  the  New  Year.  The  owmers  of  one  house 
have  carried  out  the  whole  of  the  works  specified  in  not'ce. 

Notice  was  served  on  the  owner  of  14  houses  to  coniert 
existing  privy  middens  into  water  closets  and  provide  suitable 
receptacle  for  the  reception  of  ashes. 

Four  houses  have  been  recommenued  to  be  condemned  as 
unfit  for  human  habitation.  In  one  case  no  action  has  been  taken. 

During  the  coming  year  it  is  proposed  to  inspect  certain  given 
areas  within  the  district  and  present  a report  on  such  inspections 
at  each  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Committee.

At  Balby  there  Is  one  three-stall  undeigiound  Urinal  adjoining 
the  Public  Mortuary.  These  Urinals  are  under  constant  super- 
vision, and  are  kept  thoroughly  flushed  and  cleansed  daily,  it 
being  the  duty  of  one  man  at  Balby  and  one  at  Hexthorpe  to  see 
that  this  work  is  thoroughly  done.  We  have  had  no  complaints 
as  regards  any  nuisance  from  these  p'aces. 

OVERCKOWDING. 

Very  few  cases  of  overcrowding  ha  e been  found  or  brought 
to  notice  during  the  year  within  this  district.  ^Vhat  cases  have 
come  under  observation  have  oeen  dealt  with  and  the  nuisance 
abated.  The  number  of  persons  occupying  dwellings  in  this  area 
average  4'56  per  house. 

Building  operations  are  boing  carried  out  by  local  builders 
on  the  several  estates  which  are  being  developed,  and  the  supply 
of  houses  appears  to  meet  the  demand  at  the  pre.sent  time. 

The  houses  that  are  bei.ig  built  a-e  generally  of  the  six- 
roomed  type,  and  are  invariably  furnlsned  with  bath  and  water 
clo.set,  the  Council  approving  of  no  plans  for  dwellings  to  have 
privy  middens  in  connection  therewith. 

The  whole  of  the  streets  are  made  42'  wide,  and  on  certain 
Estates  the  houses  are  set  back  a dist.ince  from  10'  to  15'  over 
and  above  the  street  width,  thus  giving  in  some  cases  70'  from 
house  front  to  house  front,  and  in  otlier  cases  60'  from  hou.se 
front  to  hou.se  front.  In  no  instance  is  three  a less  width  than 
42'. 

Ample  back  yard  and  rear  space  is  provided.  In  no  case 
less  than  15' at  the  rear  of  buildings;  in  most  cases  from  30'  to  40'. 

Ten  feet  Backways  are  provided  over  and  above  this  re  ir 
space  as  secondary  means  of  access  to  the  dwellings  and  for  the 

collection  of  house  refuse. 

W'henever  a case  of  overcrowding  is  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  officials  it  is  at  once  investigated  and  dealt  with.
